THE PERMIT SYSTEM. 


Much has been said and written on the 
liquor permit system in the Northwest, 
which has been, with few exceptions, one- 
sided inits tone. It has been asserted that 
the permit system is a failure, and that 
nothing will do for the country but the in- 
troduction of the licensing system. Evils 
have been pointed out and the one remedy 
We 
agree decidedly with the statements made 
regarding the evils consequent upon the 
abuse of the system. The idea of having | 
permits for bringing liquor into the coun- 
try is excellent, but the root of all the 
evil lies in the method adopted for issuing 
these permits, They have been granted in- 
discriminately and for large quantities, and 
with sach fatal results that there is more 
druokenness in Calgary and MacLeod than 
there would be under any other system. 

Permits having been iss:ed without any 
definite time in which the» were to be used 
and returned, have been used as a cloak 
for smuggling. A large numbr of permits 
have been collected by one or two indi- 
viduals and the amount of liquor called for 
in these permits brought in. Great care 
has been exercised lest the Mounted Police 
should find the parties, and if the liquor 
could be lodged safely in a hiding place, the 
permits could be used in this manner ad 
infinitum. Should the persons be discov- 
ered, the permits were presented and they 
were allowed to go free. Whiskey cliques 
have been organized for protecting these 
sinugglers. When aoy of the interested | 
parties have been seized and fined aecord- 
ing to law, the clique raises the amount of | 
the fine and the detestable whiskey smug- 
yler is setfree. There me gross evils in 
existence, arising, not from the system it- 
self, but abuses flowing from dishonesty to 
the spirit ef the law in issuing them. 

Many benefits have attended this much 
abused plan, although there have been 
abundant evils. There has been very little 
drunkenness and few drunken brawls dur- 
ing the coustruction of the C.P.R. When 
we consider the different nationalities rep 
resented and the very rough elements that | 
generally constitute the society of railroad | 
navvies, and learn that criminal acts hay 
been few and seldom have toere been ac + 
dents, we can attribute these things solely 
to the absence of drink. It is safe two way 
that no such gigantic enterprise bas ever | 
been carried on with less accidents than | 
the construction of this vast railroad.

Indians and Cattle-Ranching. 


The Winnipeg Sun gives the particulars | 
of an interview with Mr. 1. ¢ Saker, of 
St. Lonis, the well-known trader of the 
Northwest, at the Leland House, From it | 
we gather that he is not favourably im- | 
pressed with the prospects of civilizing the | 
Indians. He says : 

“ [em inclined to the be'ief, after caretul study | 
of the character of the Indian, th:t it is a hard | 
matter indeed to -ivilize a full-bred one. Ihave | 
rarely known of any real progress being made in | 
that direction, except when they are takon as 
children, ae the United States Governmen, 
sometimes takes them and educates them almost 
from the cradle. Sometimes they are taken in 
batches of one and two hundred and educated by | 
the Government. Even after they are taught 
trades they will not work if they can return to | 
their tribes aud secure enough to eat. Of course 
there are exceptions to the rule. I would not | 
however, despair altogether, as generatiors of | 
patient labour may work a reform; but it is a) 
thankless, tedious job.” 

“Do you not think the tribal relations which | 
oxist is a great drawback among them ?” i 

“Avery groat drawbac indeed, for it serves to | 
discourage anyone who may be industriously in- | 
clined. If an Indian attempts to secure food by 
cultivating land, his brethren (?) steal from him, 
so that he is discouraged. I have known Iodians 
to root the seed out of the ground after it was 
sown. Thus, you see, the ludian has little inven, 
tive to work.” | 

What he says in reference to the 
agents of the United States is equally ap- | 
plicable to those employed by our own | 
Goyernment : |

“The Government knows little of the matter, 
however, for every new Indian agent appointed 
sends a glowing annual report to the Department | 
of Indian Affairs, alluding especially tc the de- 
plorable condition in which he found the Tudians | 
in bis charge aud the excellent progress they are 
making unde: his rule, ete, etc. Thus the De- 
partanent is deceived and the Indiaus allowed to 
go in their downward course.” }
